The rest of the ration 
consists of Brazil nuts, almonds and 
beechnuts m ixed \\ itll oil and dried 
‘ milk. 
The fat content of the ration 
is larger than the normal for tem per­ 
ate climate';, since the low tem pera­ 
ture will place a severe strain on the 
heat producing elem ents of tile body, 
which can only be kept up to normal 
by plenty of fat foods.

The Prison Mirror contains an ar­ 
ticle from one of the inmates of the 
state instill Hon in Stillwater regard 
ing a Heiling trip to northern Minne­ 
sota, including Lait- 
Alex nutria and 
Gull lake. 
'I lie artiele reads: 
After we had been there (Lake Al­ 
exandria) about two weeks we de id- 
« d to go further north, and accord­ 
ingly packed up our tilings and star t­ 
l'd for Gull I 1 k<- 
thirty miles north­ 
east of where we were then, thi 
b - 
i n g i n 1896. 


Besides the single seated 
buggy, 
we had a two-n heel a1 rig attached 
to tie 
rear on which was our boat. 
and in the boat the various utensils 
for camping, and the fishing taeA-le. 
It was quite a lo id for one horse, 
aud up to where we now were the 
roads had keen very good, hut from 
there on we felt that the roads would 
not be in such good shape for back 
in those years that part of the state 
was sparsely 
settled 
and 
in 
some 
places the roads would he nothing 
more than mere paths through the 
woods. 


Well, 
we started 
on our thirty- 
mile drive through toe woods, and as 
a whole we found that the roads were 
not so bad as we at first (ca’cd. With 
the exception of one piece of cordu­ 
roy road about a Half mile long laid 
over a piece of swampy land and s e v ­ 
eral sandy Ii ills, the road was pass­ 
ably fair, and we fi n] do trouble un­ 
til We came to the Crow Wing river 
— the road ran into the river and 


cam e out on the oilier side. 
(As we 
d ’d not dare to fotd the river without 
some information in regards as to 
how to go across, and as it twas about 
one o ’clock, we decided to camp whet 
we were for dinner.

The fish that predominated in Gull

other respects the expedition Is better 
etpiippcd with modern devices than 
any previous bod.v of polar explorers 
has ever been. 
Details of foot! supply, shelter and 
provisions for the general health and 
comfort of the members of the party 
have been worked out with scientific 
care, tested iii the snowfields of north­ 
ern Norway and pronounced perfect. 
Five motor sledges will be taken 
tine of these bas a fifty five horsepow­ 
er gasoline engine, another a forty 
horsepower. 
These two have air pro­ 
pellers. but for use against head winds 
they are also equipped with positive 
drive mechanism in the form of tooth­ 
ed drums attached at the tear to en­ 
gage the ice and snow. 
In Ute ex 
tremely low temperatures of the ant 
arctic the snow becomes as loose as 
dry sand. so these sledges are mounted 
on flat, skilike runners to prevent them 
from stalling. 


Result of a Seven Day T est. 
I ii a seven day test in Norway one 
of these air propelled sledges, carry 
lug six men, towed another sledge 
weighing 4(H) pounds and carrying two 
men, at a speed of from fifteen to 
twenty miles an hour.

horsepower motor was used instead of 
the larger ones that have since been 
installed, with which a speed of twen­ 
ty two miles nu hour up a Id per cent 
grade with three men on board has 
been made.

Scientifically Devised R ations. 
The food problem of the Shackleton 
expedition is a particularly difficult 
one. 
Food supplies for tho entire Jour 
ney of DOO miles from Weddell sea ti' 
tile pole and BOO miles from the pole 
to Ross sea must be taken along, 
whereas most polar explorers are able 
to make caches of food for use on (he 
return journey. 
So a scientifically de 
vised ration, on which the members o' 
the party have already subsisted foi 
days at a time, has been prepared and 
enough of it packed in sausage skins 
for easier transportation to last through 
tile 1,700 mile trip. 
Each 
man 
will 
receive thirty-six 
ounces of food daily, instead of Hie 
three pounds which is Hie average con 
sumption. 
In this will be six ounces 
of lard, four ounces of sugar and two 
ounces of a mixture of dried milk, pro 
t<‘in and oats. 
The rest of tin* ration 
consists of Brazil nuts, almonds and 
beechnuts mixed with oil and dried 
milk. 
The fat content of tile ration 
is larger than the normal for temper­ 
ate climates, since the low tempera­ 
ture will place a severe strain on the 
heat producing elements of the body, 
which can only be kept up to normal 
by plenty of fat foods.

EARLY DAYS AT GULL LAKE 


Reminiscence of on Inmate of the 


Stillwater Prison— Fishing Trip 
he Took Years Ago 


Tho Prison Mirror contains an ar­ 
ticle from one of the inmates of the 
state instiution in Stillwater regard­ 
ing a fishing trip to northern Minne­ 
sota, including Lak*> Alexandria aud 
Gull lake. 
The article reads: 
After we had been there (Lake Al­ 
exandria) about two weeks we decid­ 
ed to go further north, and accord­ 
ingly packed up our things and start­ 
ed for Gull lake, thirty miles north­ 
east of w h ere w e were then, this be­ 
ing in I X J*ti. 


Besides the single seated buggy, 
we had a two-wheeled rig attached 
to the rear on which was our boat, 
and in the boat the various utensils 
for camping, and the fishing ta cele. 
It was quite a load for one horse, 
aud up to whee" we now were the 
roads had been very good, hut from 
there on we felt that the roads would 
not be in such good shape for back 
in those years that part of tin* state 
was sparsely settled and 
in 
some 
places the roads would lit* nothing 
more than mere paths through the 
woods. 


Well, we started on our thirty- 
mile drive through tile woods, and as 
a whole we found that the roads were 
not so bad as we at first feared. With 
the exception of on** piece of cordu­ 
roy road about a half mile long laid 
over a piece of swampy land and sev­ 
eral sandy hills, the road was pass­ 
ably fair, and we had no trouble un­ 
til we cairn* to the Crow Wing river 
— the road ran into the river and 
came out on the other side, 
lAs we 
did not dare to foul the liver without 
some information in regards as to 
how to go across, and as it twas about 
one o’clock, we decided to camp where 
we were for dinner. 
About an hour 
after we had ate dint) r a farmer 


carne down the road on the other side 


and instead of fording the river right 


across he cam* down the river and 


then nj) again,, coming out where we 


were camped, making a sort of half 


circle of it. 
He told us to go across 


the same way he had 
done, 
for 


straight out from 
where the road 


dipped into the water was a very 


deep sp ot—a sort of large hole - and 


th e automobile it is easy of access to 
the people of Brainerd and other sur­ 
rounding towns. 
But whether it has 
developed Into a resort or not, I do 
not know, for after I left there the 
latter part of Sept., 185)6, I never vis­ 
ited its neigh bor bood again.

We ( fessed over safely and in a 
short time we arrived at Sylvan sta­ 


t i o n on tile Northern Pacific railroad.

“ I ii arriving at t h e am o un t o f license

m ade an d delivered bv tile seller to 
the buyer a i/ill o r m em orandum of 
such sale, to w hich th e stam p shall bp 
affixed, and every bill or m em orandum 
of sale or agree m en t to st ll before 
mentioned shall show the d ate th ere­ 
of. th e n am e of th e seller, the -amount 
of the sale and th e m atter or thing to 
which it refers.”
